Canada'* Giant Tree*. 


Tbe 221-foot long "ipar" of Doug- 


las fir. a gift from British Columbia, 
which I* to be erected a* a flagstaff 
In Kew Gardens, la England, is typi- 
cal of hundreds ot similar pieces of 
timber which grow in the forest* of 
western Canada. The Kew Gardens 
flagstaff, which was taken down ow- 
ing to Its insecure condition in Decem- 
ber, 191?, and which was 160 feet 
In length, also came from British 
Columbia and carried the flag in Kew 
Garden* for over half a century. It 
wa* presented to the garden* by the 
late Mr. E. Stamp and wa* bnragbt 
to England by a sailing akin, via 
Cape Horn, In lt«l. When It waa de- 
cided to take it down two yean ago 
It occupied a big stair of wiakaum 
over a fortnight in rigging up tb* 
necessary derricks and gear for tow- 
ering It to the ground.—Pall Mall Ca- 
ictte.
